“The  fact  is,”  Miller  said,  “that  the  Democratic  Party 
f has  led  this  nation  into  war  four  times  during  this 
iiry.”  The  GOP  nominee  spoke  to  a large  crowd  of  Utah 
inty  Republican  officials,  local  citizens  and  BYU  students. 
ACCOMPANYING  HIM  were  Mitch  Melich,  Republican 
liernatorial  candidate,  Tom  Judd  and  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson, 
igressional  and  Senate  candidates,  and  Governor  George 
Clyde. 

Following  a preliminary  program  which  included  speech- 
from  county  officials,  Mr.  Melich  and  Dr.  Wilkinson,  Mil- 
took  the  opportunity  in  his  speech  to  answer  two  points 
ke  Goldwater  campaign  that  have  arouse  greatest  con- 
iersy. 

He  attacked  the  Democratic  Party  for  its  soft  foreign  Pol- 
and said  that  Goldwater,  if  elected,  would  bring  back  finri 
' foreign  policy  to  the  White 
House. 

“I  wonder’,  Miller  asked,  “if 
our  boys  would  be  committed  to 
battle  in  South  Viet  Nam  this 
afternoon  if  ...  . the  Bay  of  Pigs 
Invasion  had  been  backed  with 
American  military  power  of 
strength  ...  if  the  Berlin  Wall 
had  not  been  built  ...  if  we  . . . 
had  not  permitted  a week  coali- 
tion in  Laos  . . that  turned  out  to 
be  communist.’’ 

“THERE  ISN’T  a man  who  de- 
tests war  more  than  does  Barry 
Goldwater’’,  Miller  said,  but  he 
pointed  out  that  a firm  foreign 
policy  back  up  by  military 
strength  would  prevent  war.  He 
predicted  that  the  war  in  South 
Viet  Nam  would  never  be  won 
until  Republicans  were  elected. 

He  also  clarified  Goldwater’s 
position  on  the  use  of  nuclear 
tactical  field  weapeons  by  ex- 
plaining that  Sen.  Goldwater  only 
advocated  use  of  these  weapons 
in  retaliation. 

REP.  MILLER  explained  the 
Republican  concept  of  social  sec- 
urity and  Sen  Goldwater’s  sup- 
port of  this  program  so  long  as  it 
did  not  saddle  the  American  pub- 
lic w'ith  unnecessary  payments 
which  they  would  not  receive 
back  at  retirement.  He  pointed 
out  that  Goldwater  had  voted  for 
Social  Security  bills  passed  in 
Congress  in  both  1956  and  1959. 

Attacking  the  poverty  aid  pro- 
gram of  President  Johnson,  he

California 
Hills  Barn, 
Homes  Go 

SANTA  BARBARA,  CALIF. 
I AP) -Firemen  fought  Monday  in 
hills  rimming  this  picturesque 
seaside  comnlunity  to  check  a 
fire  that  has  destroyed  an  esti- 
mated 15  homes  and  could  imper- 
il estates  in  the  wealthy  subui’b 
of  Montecito. 

The  blaze  was  the  newest  in  a 
rash  of  forest  and  brush  fires  that 
have  run  wild  in  California  since 
Sunday  night. 

IN  NORTHERN  California, 
where  others  are  located,  the  sit- 
uation looked  better.  Major  fires 
in  the  wine  country  around  Cal- 
istoga  and  Sonoma  were  reported 
controlled,  but  an  extension  of 
the  Sonoma  fire  flared  up  near 
Napa  and  a new  brush  fire  was 
reported  200  miles  farther  north 
in  the  Eureka  area. 

In  Santa  Barbara  area  1,000 
firefighters  fought  to  keep  the 
2,100-acre  blaze  from  lush  can- 
yons with  mansions  on  the  slopes 
of  the  Santa  Ynez  Mountains 
north  of  Montecito. 

AN  ESTIMATED  $15,000  dam- 
age was  inflicted  on  the  $150,000 
home  of  John  Pickett. 

Winds  up  to  45  miles  an  hour 
whipped  the  fire  after  it  started 
from  an  undetermined  cause  yes- 
terday afternoon  and  similar 
winds  were  forecast  for  late  this 
afternoon..  Humidity  was  expect- 
ed to  be  low. 

THIRTEEN  PERSONS  report- 
edly suffered  injuries,  including 
four  firemen,  one  of  whom,  John 
Staniforth,  had  to  be  hositalized 
with  burns  on  his  face  and  hands. 
The  four  vainly  battled  to  keep 
the  fire  from  jumping  Mountain 
Drive  minutes  after  it  started. 

Officials  saw  no  hope  of  early 
containment  of  the  fire.

Vice-presidential  candidate  William  E.  Miller’s  speech 
seemed  to  deal  only  in  generaMies. 

Rep.  IMiller  began  his  speech  by  reiterating  the  out- 
standing history  of  the  Mormon  pioneers.  He  praised  Brig- 
ham Young  for  the  leadei’siiip  ability  which  brought  the 
pioneers  to  this  valley  and'  state. 

“The  JMormons  learned  a lesson  of  freedom,”  Rep.  Miller 
stated. 

As  citizens  of  America  and  members  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  we  are  aware  of  our  pio- 
neer heritage.  We  are  grateful  and  appreciative  for  the  years 
of  toil  and  sacrifice  that  these  great  people  put  in  on  our 
behalf.  We  know  of  tlie  hardships  that  faced  a group  of  re- 
jected people  as  tliey  crossed  the  Mississippi  River  in  the 
middle  of  the  night. 

We  do  not  need  to  be  reminded  of  this  heritage.  What 
we  need  as  future  citizens  and  leaders  of  America  are  ans- 
wers to  the  questions  of  the  day. 

Rep.  Miller’s  speech  followed  the  standard  pattern  for 
a political  speech.  It  seems  he  was  more  interested  in  point- 
ing out  the  mistakes  of  the  past  than  in  meeting  the  challenge 
of  the  future  with  concrete  and  workable  solutions. 

Anyone  who  picks  up  the  morning  paper  is  aware  of  the 
troubles  of  the  world.  In  his  speech  Rep.  Lliller  alluded  to 
some  of  them.  However,  his  speech  contained  only  one  sug- 
gestion concerning  world  affairs. 

History  is  a very  important  part  of  the  future.  We 
slunild  never  lose  sight  of  it.  Only  through  the  mistakes  and 
failures  of  the  past  can  we  build  an  important  tomorrow'.  It 
was  this  element  of  a building  structure  that  was  lacking  in 
Rep.  Miller’s  speech,  and  the  speeches  of  other  political  can- 
didates. 

Brigliam  Young  and  the  pioneers  succeeded  because  they 
looked  to  the  past  and  found  answ'ers  for  the  future.

Senator  Dirksen’s  Move 
For  Appeasement  Fails 


•WASHINGTON,  (AP)-An  ap- 
peasement move  by  Sen.  Everett 
M.  Dirksen,  R-III., — narrowing 
the  sweep  of  his  effort  to  delay 
court-ordered  legislative  Teapport- 
ionrnent — failed  Wednesday  to 
blunt  the  filibuster  that  h^s  en- 
meshed the  Senate. 

“We  are  no  closer  to  a com- 
promise that  is  acceptable  than 
we  were  before,"  declared  Sens. 
Paul  H.  Douglas  and  William 
Proxmire,  D-Wis.,  spokesmen  for 
those  have  waged  an  on-again, 
off-again  filibuster  since  mid- 
August. 

“This  requires  us  to  talk  for  as 
long  as  we  can,’’  they  said  of 
dirksen’s  revised  proposal. 

Dirksen,  the  Senate  Republican 
leader,  changed  his  amendment 
with  the  avowed  hope  of  winning 
over  some  of  the  liberal  group 
that  has  opposed  his  original 
plan  of  delay.  He  wants  time  for 
Congress  to  approve  a constitu- 
tional amendment  that  would  per- 
mit states  to  apportion  at  least 
one  chamber  on  other  than  a 
strictly  population  basis. 

His  revised  version  would  stay 
only  court  orders  still  in  litiga- 
tion and  where  no  steps  have 
been  taken  to  comply.  The  origin- 
al version  would  affect  all  orders 
issued  to  states  to  reapportion 
under  the  one-man,  one-vote 
principle  for  both  chambers  laid 
dqwn  by  the  Supreme  Court  last 
June. 

Another  change  Dirksen  made 
was  to  provide  for  delay  beyond 
the  length  of  each  state’s  next 
legislative  session.  The  previous 
proposal  would  have  provided  for 
a delay  of  a year  or  more. 

“Insofar  as  we  are  concerned,” 
Proxmire  told  reporters,  “we  will 
not  consent  to  any  proposal  car- 
rying mandatory  language  delay- 
ing reapportionment.” 

Douglas,  agreeing,  said  it  is  up 
to  the  Democratic-Republican 
leadership  “to  find  a way  out  of 
the  jungle  into  which  they  have 
plunged  the  Senate  and  the 
country.’ 

Dirksen  is  trying  to  tie  his 
proposal  as  a rider  to  the  $3.3 
billion  foreign  aid  authorization 
measure.  In  this  he  has  the  back- 
ing of  Democratic  Leader  Mike 
Mansfield  of  Montana. 

Mansfield  told  newsmen  he  and 
Dirksen  “are  in  tentative  agree- 
ment” on  the  new  language  pend-

ing  consultation  with  other  Sen- 
ators. 

He  said  he  hopes  to  get  a vote 
on  it  “after  reasonable  time  and 
reasonable  debate.”  But  Mansfield 
did  not  speculate  when  that 
might  be. 

It  was  not  entirely  clear  exactly 
what  states  would  be  permitted 
delay  under  Dirksen’s  new  pro- 
posal. 

His  proposed  revision,  Dirksen 
said,  has  a cutoff  date  of  last 
Sunday.  All  decisions  after  that 
date  would  be  affected. 

The  Supreme  Court  ruling  of 
last  June  15  applied  specifically 
to  six  states  and  a week  later 
ruling  were  made  affecting  nine 
others.  But  litigation  in  some  of 
these  is  still  pending',  as  is  the 
case  in  other  states. 


U.S.  Bombers 
Shot  Down 
Over  Viet  Nam 

SAIGON,  VIET  NAM,  (AP)— 
Viet  Cong  guerrillas  shot  down 
two  U.S.  Air  Force  fighter-bom- 
bers in  a fight  125  miles  south- 
west of  Saigon  Wednesday  and 
presumably  captured  two  of  their 
four  crewmen — one  American 
and  one  Vietnamese. 

The  missing  American  was 
identified  in  Washington  as  1st 
Lt.  George  E.  Flynn  III  of  New 
Orleans,  an  instructor  pilot. 

The  planes  were  Douglas  Sky- 
raiders,  single-engine,  propeller- 
driven  two-seaters.  They  carried 
Vietnamese  marking  but  were 
U.S.  Air  Force  craft  used  to  train 
Vietnamese  pilots. 

The  Skyraiders  were  hit  while 
striking  Communist  units  that 
were  attacking  a town  and  two 
government  posts  in  the  Rach 
Gia  area,  on  a bay  of  the  Gulf 
of  Siam. 

The  occupants  of  Flynn’s  plane 
bailed  out.  The  Vietnamese  pilot 
was  rescued,  but  his  tutor  was 
missing  and  fellow  officers  be- 
lieved him  to  be  a prisoner  of  the 
Guerrillas.
